WaBhlngtoii, Dec. i;j.--Uy special or- 
l«r til* MDate convened at 11 o'clock 
io enable Mr. Hanna (O.) to aihlrcHii 
Uie senate un the ship siibaidy bill, 
More taking up th« tpecial order ot 
the day, the further consideration in 
executive session oi! tli^ Hay-HannLP- 
fote tre^.ty. Just four senators wcif 
at their deika when Preal dent pro tern 
Try called the body to order, but in a 
few minutes al)ont 25 members had 
entered the chamber. 

Mr. Falrbanlvs (Ind.) offered a joiiu 
resolution directing the appuintmeiu 
of three members of the senate cowi- 
mittee on pulillc buildings and fi\o 
members of the same commitlee for 
the house to • onstitute a Joint comi...S' 
•loo to ascertain a feasible l(>cat(On for 
•od "tKe probable' cost of a hall of 
records. The resolution was adopted. 

Senator Money (Miss.) lntro;lu<'ed 
the following lesoluti^.n providing an 
thorlty for the abrogation 9f the CKiy- 
'ton-Bulwer treaty by diplomatic n<;- 
gOtlation: Resolved, that the piebi- 
dent of the I nited States be resp.-c ; 
fully requested to consider the expe- 
diency of opening aegotlations wiiU 
the government of Great Prttain for 
the al)rogation of the Clayton-Bulw > r 
treaty, with assurance that suih a« t.( u 
on his pa^'t will meet with the heany 
.oon9ent and support of the senate. 

At the conclusion of routine busi- 
ness, Mr. Hanna was recognized to 
Bpeak on the subsidy bill. His speech 
was in a sense a reply to that delivci- 
ed by Mr. Clay (Qa.) a few days ago. 
Like Mr. Clay, Mr. Hanna Is a mem- 
ber of the committee on commerce 
from which the pending nica.siire was 
reporte 1 to the senate. lu opening h:,s 
address Mr. Hanna said that the re 
marks of Mr. Clay had brought Into 
question the motives of thcise who had 
assisted in the preparation of the 
pending measure. As a member of the 
maritime committee as well as a mem- 
ber of the committee on commerce, 
Mr. Hanna said he felt it his right and 
duty to explain the work of those 
oommittees. "For myself, " he declar- 
ed. "I resent the imputation that aay 
other motive than those of Interest In 
our country and good public polii y 
actuated the committees. " Mr. Clay 
interrupted Mr. Hanna to disclaiai any 
inch imputation. Taking up the bill 
Mr. Hanna said the measure was be- 
lieved to be th« most practk-al legi.sia 
tlon that could be enacted upon ilie 
subject. He sketched rapidly the risi 
of the shipping industry of the krec 
lake*. He said he has been conaeete.. 
wlKb that industry, nearly 40 ye.irs iin.i 
bad seen It grow from a comiiaratlvely 
insifnflcant beginning to its i)ic.seiit 
condition of unparalleled greatnesb. 
He recalled the time nearly a third of 
a century ag . when the ship Es.-aua- 
ba carried tiUU tons of Iron ore from 
iBscanaba to Cleveland. To:lay, he 
said, there are steamers on the jgrcnt 
lakes carrying «,00b gross tons In one 
cargo. He maintained that the ship- 
ping industry on the lakes had been 
teltered and protected by salutary and 
Wise qavlgatton laws. To t,he adyaut- 
iages of (heni laws was addisd liberal 
appropriations by congress for im- 
provement of lake harbors. Mr. Han- 

OA maintained that in order to build 
up the American merchant marine it 
was necessary not only to have capi- 
tal and experience, but It is necessary 
to afford the foreign carrying trade 
pratecUon, some kind of inducement, 
by law. "If this protection ibould be 
afforded said Mr. Hanna. "the 
growth of the American merchant 
marine would be on a par with the 
growth of the ablppint Induttry oo 
the great lakes." 

At 2 o'clock, Mr. Hanna concluded 
his speech on the ship subsidy bill and 
Hie .senate went into executive session 
to' obMMer 'die H^-Pauncefote treaty, 
before ta,k)lts H vote on t^e fofflcn re- - 
latlons oiMnibittee amendment at S 
o'clock. Senator Elklns advocated the 
amendment of the committee and saUl 
M tlMraihrt rt IbooM be even much 
Btronger in iU provision ^or tho de^ 
miae of the proposed canal than It la. 
The amendment was atlopted, 65 to 17. 
A number of additional amendments 
were offered. One by Senator Blkios 
provides for the abrogatidn of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty In IU entirety. 
Another amemlraent provides that the 
United Btutea shall have authority to 
boqulre possession of territory adja- 
tent tq the caital.

The resolution fur 
ther declared the United States gov- 
ernment has for the past three years 
placed all orders for h its to be worn 
by I'liiied .States soldiers v. ith the 
tury and registered a protest against 
the farther placing of army orders foi 
hats with any non-union concern. The 
resolution was adopted. The conven- 
tion also adoined resoltiticns lavoiins 
shorter homs for bart)ers; extending 
sympathy and moral support to the 
Iron Molders' union of North America. 

A resolution ag.ilnst trusts, offered 
by Max H.iye.'- of Cleveland wa.s aiiu iia- 
ed by the committee and reported to 
the convention m folluws: "Resolvi i. 
that this twentieth convention of the 
American FederGtion of Labor, rear- 
firm its i)f/s'uon upon the trust qiiet^' 
tion, by urging the uporganlsed w^>.k 
ing people to organize In their respec- 
tive trades as the best means 
of resisting the encroachments ot 
trusts and uionopolies. And we also 
renew the icc'omaiendati^.>u that trade 
worklngmen generally study the de- 
velopment of trusts 'and monoi olles. 

Mr. Hayes took the fla.»r to proie-i 
ajiTa'.iist the ch.mge lu his resuiiiii. a. 
He made a bitter attack on tru.sts in 
general and was replied to by Treas- 
urer Duncan, who said the commiti'^e 
had deemed a moderate rescdiition 
along practical lines much wiser than 
a radical fulmL.atiou against trusts. 
The position of. Mr. Hayes was C'.>n- 
demned by a number of delegates a 
tending to traustorm the Ke.leration of 
Labor Into a politi'ul organ. John 
Mitchell, presidcat of the LniteJ Mine 
Workers, resented a statement madi 
by Mr. Hayes to the effect that if the 
mine workers would strike again they 
could secure a still greater increase ol' 
their wages. 'Tbeis has not been one 
important step taken by tJie mine 
workers," said Mr. Mitchell, "that has 
not been bitterly opposed by the So- 
ciali.st party of IVnnsylvania. Today 
our people eurn as good wages as any 
of the criiltB; daring the past M years 
we have kwwM>< oi||r: wages 40 pei 
cent, and taw has been through the ef- 
forts of trade unionism. If the be- 
lievers In socialism C4n point to a 
practical solution ol 't}ie Indiutriai 
proVlem. I fm apt no b^wed m not to 
be i^dy to JMb them." '^ttpon roll call 
the resolution as amemled by tlu' com 
mittee was adopted by a large major- 
ity. The convention adopted a i^inoiu 
tlpn favoring congressional legislation 
for the pensioning ot civil service em- 
ployes who are dirfaUaA la t^ lorvice 
of the governmeat. 

The committee reported adversely 
on three resolutions favoring a co-op- 
erative commonwealth and public 
ownership and control of all the means 
of production and distribution, but 
submitted a substitute disclaiming all 
political Intentions.
